THE approaching centennial celebration of the 
Louisiana Purchase has suggested to the Treasury 
Bureau of Statistics the compilation of some data re- 
garding the present condition and productions of the 
territory included within that purchase. This state- 
ment, which will be published in the October number of 
the Monthly Summary of Commerce and Finance, shows 
that the land area of the Louisiana Purchase exceeds 
that of the original thirteen states, being 864,944 square 
miles, against a total land area of 820,944 square miles 
in the original thirteen states. The states and terri- 
tories which have been created in whole or in part from 
its area number fourteen, and their population in 1900 
was 14,708,616, against a population of less than 100,- 
000 in the territory at the time of its purchase. Their 
total area is nearly one-third that of the entire Union, 
and their population about one-fifth that of the entire 
United States.

At least this is a 
reasonable conclusion from an examination of the fig- 
ures of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, which show 
that the total imports of manufacturers’ materials in 
the nine months ending with September, 1901, were 
greater in value than those of the corresponding months 
of last year, although an analysis of the imports, article 
by article, shows that in many cases the prices per unit 
of quantity have decreased. ‘This decrease in price is 
so strongly marked that in many cases while the figures 
of value show a decrease in the nine months of 1901, 
as compared with those of 1900, the figures of quantity 
for the same period show an increase. For instance, 
imports of India rubber, when measured by value, show 
a slight reduction in 1901, as compared with 1900, 
while the quantity imported in 1901 shows an increase 
of more than 5,000,000 pounds as compared with the 
same months of 1900.

Follow this economic movement to its 
logical end, and we behold an elimination of the many 
hundred thousands of retail dealers and the blotting out 
of many now prosperous small towns. What would hap- 
pen then? Would not the large farmer, with his 30,000 
or 40,000 acres, supplant the small farmer, with his 
100 or 160 acres? The small manufacturer would like- 
wise be eliminated and conditions generally would be 
revolutionized. There is no particular use in speculat- 
ing on the distant future when the immediate present 
has its obligations. 

The National Hardware Association has again gone 
on record in declaring that “members of our association 
cannot consistently furnish goods to catalogue houses,” 
and furthermore, Secretary T. James Fernley, of the 
National Hardware Association, has been positively in- 
structed “to use his best endeavors on all occasions to 
the end that manufacturers may be induced to refrain 
from selling this class of houses.” 

The enunciation of this policy by the jobbers of 
their own volition shows that the retailer has a powerful 
ally in his fight against the catalogue houses, and every

Count VON MOLTKE, chairman of the Prussian 
Parliamentary Committee on Transportation, in a re- 
cent address, stated that in scientific methods the Euro- 
pean formulated and the American practiced. An 
illustration of this division of labor was furnished not 
long ago in New York. A young scientist of that cit) 
sold for a considerable sum a device which he had per- 
fected for securing a better transmission of electric cur- 
rent over long distance. The invention was serviceable 
to the companies engaged in the business and was cred- 
itable to the inventor. But the idea did not originate 
with him. It is to be found completely developed in 
one of the books of a European electrician. The Euro- 
pean had regarded it as an interesting phenomenon. 
The American had seen its business possibilities. The 
difference between the two points of view is striking. 
It is a difference that, of course, does not exist in the 
case of every European compared with any American, 
but it comes to the front often enough to be regarded as 
an indication of a tendency. 

* * * 

IN the strenuous competition in all branches of 
modern life the closest attention is paid to every depart- 
ment of business. Take a wholesale house. The buyers 
strive to get goods at the lowest volume. The salesmen 
strive to secure the largest sales, the traffic managers are 
seeking the lowest rates and the shipping department 
are straining every nerve to get the goods out quick. 
The efficiency of the shipping department is a strong 
card for any house, and numerous firms proudly ad- 
vertise prompt shipments. 

Any one who has observed the working of the ship- 
ping department in any leading first-class hardware or 
metal house must admire the celerity with which large 
volumes of goods are handled. 

The responsibility of the shipper ends, however, 
when the goods are on the freight car, and the matter 
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is up to the transportation company. No matter how 
swiftly the retailers order passes from department to 
department in the progressive metal house, this celerity 
availeth naught if some indifferent freight agent allows 
the package to stay in some forgotten corner of the 
depot. I happened, the other day, to come across a 
letter sent out by a leading eastern metal house to their 
salesmen that treats this subject in such a common 
sense, logical way that it is reproduced herewith: 

“We seem to have considerable trouble from tim: 
to time regarding parties who have not received their 
cvoods, or when they are apparently delayed for an un- 
reasonable length of time. It might be well to offer a 
few suggestions to you as to how to talk to customers 
in cases of this kind. Our experience has shown that 
in nine cases out of ten the goods, when on the road 
for any apparent unreasonable length of time can, be 
found lying at the depot at destination, and the cus- 
tomer there has the original bill of lading or copy of 
same, 

“If you will ask him to produce this document you 
can see what the connecting line is at destination, or if 
you are in doubt as to what the delivery line is at 
destination, you can then make it a point to call person- 
ally at all the depots at destination, if you have time 
before train time, otherwise instruct the customer to do 
so. A personal visit to the depot is always better, but, 
of course, if the customer has telephone connection they 
can try that first, then, if they do not find the goods, or 
the agent states there is nothing for them, then call at 
the depot themselves and insist upon the freight agent 
looking for the material, whether they have a manifest 
for the goods or not. 

“It frequently happens, through carelessness at 
depot point of shipment or connecting lines, that mani- 
fest is not»sent for this particular lot of goods, or, if the 
manifest has gone forward, the name might be a little 
wrong. For instance, a name like Jos. Candor, the 
clerks at the depot might get the name Cardon, and 
while the railroad company would be looking around for 
a party of this name the consignee would be wondering 
why he did not get his goods. 

“We had an illustration on Oct. 15 of what in- 
formation it is possible to obtain at destination ; it ap- 
pears a party 1n Shreveport, La., telegraphed to know 
where his goods were that was shipped on a certain date. 
We telegraphed to his own freight agent at Shreveport, 
and the agent answered back that the goods had left New 
Orleans on the 10th, and was due at destination now. 
This is an illustration where the work could have been 
done at*destination, and even if it had to be traced from 
New Orleans, this could have been done by the local 
freight agent at Shreveport tracing back from his end 
as long as he had a regular railroad manifest in his 
possession. 

“The shippers should be the last one to be called 
upon to take up a matter of this kind until after all 
efforts to find the goods have been exhausted at destina 
tion.” 

Railroad systems are far from perfect, and errors 
in the transportation of goods are of daily occurrence. 
The advice in this letter contains many good points for 


retailers to consider.

The following resolutions were unanimously passed 
by the National Hardware Association at their recent 
convention in Cleveland: 

Whereas, The National Hardware Association, in 
convention assembled, have discussed the evil effect of 
the competition of the catalogue houses with the legiti- 
mate retail trade of the country, realizing as we do that 
this system of merchandising is inimicable to the inter- 
ests of manufacturer, jobber and retailer, and, in our 
judgment, when the entire system of distribution of 
goods through this medium, is taken into consideration, 
it is not even in the interests of the consumer that such 
institutions should be sustained. 

Therefore, Resolved, That we reaffirm the position 
this association has taken on this question, ever since 
its inauguration seven years ago, and we instruct the 
secretary of the association to use his best endeavors 
on all occasions to the end that manufacturers may be 
induced to refrain from selling this class of houses, and 

Further, We recommend that members of our asso- 
ciation instruct their respective buyers to obtain copies 
of these catalogues, having same within easy reach, so 
that when they are solicited for orders by manufacturers 
they will be in a position to quickly ascertain whether 
the goods offered can be sold to the retail merchant, 
and by him sold to the consumer at the prices quoted 
in the catalogues, with a proper profit for both the job- 
ber and the retailer. 

Resolved Further, That it is our opinion that mem- 
bers of our association cannot consistently furnish goods 
to catalogue houses, and we hope that they will see it 
to their interest to refrain from so doing.

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TINNING CAST IRON. 


The following tinning for cast iron turns out 
whiter and harder than that with tin alone: Take 
tin, 85 grammes; nickel, 9 grammes; and iron, 6 parts. 
Dissolve these three metals in hydrochloric acid. This 
alloy adheres well to the cast iron, and is very bril- 
liant. Other compounds are: Tin, 60 parts; iron, 
10 parts; or tin, 80 parts; iron, 10 parts; or tin, 72 
parts; iron, 8 parts. The following also produces good 
results: Take hydrochloric acid, 1% liter; tin, 90 
parts; nickel, 6 parts; iron, 4 parts. Dissolve in the 
hydrochloric acid. Allow this solution to act upon 
the parts to be tinned, and after the effect is produced 
rinse thoroughly in clear water.—Jewelers’ Circular. 
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MEETING PENNSYLVANIA WHOLESALE HARD- 
WARE AND SUPPLY ASSOCIATION. 


The fall meeting of the Pennsylvania Wholesale 
Hardware and Supply Association was held in Philadel- 
phia on Oct. 24 and 25. This meeting was originally 
called for Sept. 19 and 20, but was postponed at that 
time on account of the death of President McKinley. 

The meeting was called to order by the president J. 
Mr. Kemmerer, with most of the members present. The 
first business transacted was the appointment of a com- 
mittee to prepare resolutions on the death of President 
McKinley. The chairman named Mr. Taylor, Mr. Mor- 
gan and Mr. Conyngham as this committee, who re- 
ported the following resolutions, which were unani- 
mously adopted: 

“Whereas, Since our last meeting our country has 
sustained a great loss in the death of our late beloved 
President, William McKinley, 

“Therefore, Be it understood by the Pennsylvania 
Wholesale Hardware and Supply Association, in meet- 
ing assembled this 24th day of October, 1901, that they 
desire to express their sense of the great loss sustained, 
not only by our country at large, but by this association, 
and each individual member thereof. 

“Resolved, That the above resolution be spread 
npon the minutes of this association.” 

After the reading and approval of the minutes, a 
very complete report was made by the price committee, 
this report being read by the chairman, Mr. Lewis. 
The discussion, which followed its presentation, was 
participated in by every member present, many new 
ideas being evolved which will be of value in the future 
to the association. 

The following paper was then read by H. G. Dries- 


bach, of Lewisburg: 


DIFFICULTIES IN THE PROFITABLE CONDUCT 


OF THE WHOLESALE HARDWARE BUSINESS 
AND THEIR RE/SIEDIES. 





A POTENT CAUSE OF DEMORALIZATION. 

Among the most potent causes of the comparatively 
unprofitable condition of the wholesale hardware busi- 
ness, and which bring about more general demoraliza- 
tion of prices, is the spirit of antagonism and animosity, 
coupled with distrust and a more or less misunder- 
standing as to policy among jobbers. The spirit of the 
times would warrant this association in adopting the 
motto of the National Hardware Association—namely : 
“A Higher Standard of Business Methods.” Heretofore 
jobbers, even though located widely apart, have regarded 
each other as arch enemies. The policy has been to try 
to destrdby one another, one house claiming the right of 
existence for themselves only, and using all the meas- 
ures at their command to destroy the competitor. In 
view of this fact it is not hard to discover why it is that 
so many houses have found the wholesale hardware 
business comparatively unprofitable. 


ROOM FOR ALL. 

Manufacturers and the railroad companies awoke to 
the necessity of a change from the policy ‘and aban- 
doned the course some years ago. It was found there 
was room for all, and by coming together on a friendly) 
basis, and using the community of interests policy, far 
more profitable and satisfactory results have been ob 
tained. 
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SMALL AVERAGE PROFITS. 

Members, even in the short life of this association, 
have found their competitors were not such bad people 
as they had supposed, and that beneficial results from 
friendly relationship were entirely possible. If it were 
possible for the members of this association to main- 
tain a profitable standard of prices on different commod- 
ities for the respective periods it would place all on a 
radically different plane from the one occupied without 
an organization. ‘Through fear of the action of other 
jobbers the average profits on many lines of goods are 
undoubtedly smaller than they would be by concerted 
action of the members, to maintain the standard of an 
We have proof of this assertion in the ex- 
periences of associations already formed, and what is 
true of association should prove true in all the 
various links of the chain of associations now forming 
over the entire country. There is a marked contrast in 
the position of the jobbers of an association with an im- 
bued spirit to obtain profitable prices on staples and sea- 
sonable goods as against the position of every jobber 
for himself, and each determined to meet the lowest 
prices reported, and not allow himself to be undersold 
on any line by any competition.

UNINVESTIGATED RUMORS. 

Untrue rumors are undoubtedly the cause of many 
cut prices. Without thorough investigation these‘ ru- 
mors grow and multiply until they result in the general 
weakening of prices. Strange, or rather not strange, to 
say, they are always on the side of low prites because 
it is a notorious fact that salesmen, as a class, are al- 
ways on the bear side. It is rather an unusual experi- 
ence for a house to have a salesman report that a rival 
house is selling a certain line of goods at a higher price 
and requesting permission to advance his selling price. 
The results of investigation of rumors by efficient sec- 
retaries have brought forth many surprises among job- 
bers. 

PROPER PARTIES TO SCHEDULE PRICES. 

Lack of control of salesmen is also responsible for 
many evils, chief of which is the lowering of prices and 
the causing of friction between rival houses. If the au- 
thority for fixing prices and deciding on the amount of 
profit a house should secure is vested in the salesmen, 
the results of the year’s business, it is safe to assert, 
will be unsatisfactory to the stockholders or proprietors. 
The seheduling of prices is undoubtedly one of the du- 
ties of the management, and strict adherence to the 
same should be insisted upon by those responsible for 
the showing of the final report of the year’s business. It 
is not my intention by the above statement to reflect in 
the least on the honesty of motive or the integrity of 
salesmen, but apparently by natural causes the results 
as outlined above, by a comparison of experiences, prove 
to be correct in the majority of cases where the above 
method has been tried. 

REAL EXPENSES ARE OFTEN UNDERESTIMATED. 

Ignorance as to the real expense of jobbing goods is 
another pitfall in the profitable conduct of the whole- 
sale business. This is a subject which deserves the 
most careful consideration on the part of every house. 
It is a positive fact that merchants and salesmen, as a 
rule, are prone to underestimate the same. The items 
which enter into the expense account are pretty gen- 
erally agreed upon at the present time. Some unusual 
surprises have developed by a comparison of the costs of 
doing business on the part of a group of jobbers, and the 
average has been found to be higher than was generally 
supposed. The remedy for the first difficulty mentioned 
by members of this association, we would suggest, is 
their regular attendance at the quarterly meetings. Ac- 
quaintance among jobbers makes. correspondence and 
discussions possible. Without it one jobber hesitates to 
write another. It is not necessary to point out in de- 


tail the advantages of such attendance, for they are 
numerous and apparent. 

Frequent correspondence by members of the asso- 
ciation, either through the secretary or direct, is also 
another remedy which has been found effective in clear- 
ing up many misunderstandings and correcting wrong 
impressions. Many untrue rumors and reports of breaks 
in prices as well as wrong practices have been punc- 
tured and righted by this means. 

A CHECK ON FALLING PRICES. 

Documentary evidence of cut prices by salesmen has 
been found to be the only true basis upon which action 
can be taken advisedly by those in charge. When such 
evidence is procured the proper course to pursue is to 
take up the subject with the offending party at once as 
we suggested above, either direct or through the secre- 
tary, and if possible adjust the difficulty. The demand 
of documentary evidence will of itself tend to lessen 
the tendency of the salesmen to heed the assertions of 
unscrupulous buyers as well as the reports from various 
sources, and thus act as a check on the downward trend 
of prices. 

FORM OF BLANK AND LETTER. 

We would suggest that the secretary prepare blanks 
to be used by salesmen in reporting cut prices, and that 
a sufficient number be placed in the hands of each mem- 
ber for distribution among their salesmen. We submit 
the following as a sample of the blank: 

REPORT BLANK. 
Name of Customer, 
Name of Competitor, 
Article Involved, 
Date, 

Price. 

To accompany the above blank we would suggest 
the following form of letter to be sent-te-each-member 
by the secretary : 

Mr. SALESMAN: 
Our traveling force frequently report that prices 


below our established prices on certain lines are made 


by competitors. These complaints are frequently on 
order blanks, or in general letters, and sometimes do not 
receive the proper attention. We have had prepared 
blanks which we are sending you and request that you 
use same in making such reports. Please be careful to 
fill up all the items mentioned. 

WHAT CONSTITUTES EXPENSE. 

Items composing expense are as follows: Salaries 
of principals; salaries of employes ; traveling expenses ; 
rent; insurance; taxes; repairs; fuel, light and water ; 
case and cartage ; telegraph and telephone ; advertising ; 
stationery; postage; gifts to customers; charity; bad 
discounts deducted by customers; collections 
who issue one) ; mis- 


accounts ; 
and exchange; catalogues (all 
cellaneous expenses. 

Salesmen should have the fact constantly before 
them that the expense account is composed of two parts, 
one their own traveling expenses and salary, the other 
the inside expenses. If the exact ratio of expense is 
understood by both principals and salesmen, and an 
honest effort is made by concerted action to secure the 
maximum gross profit, the pernicious evil of meeting 
prices and the consequent demoralization will be les- 
sened, and we will have started on the road toward a 
more profitable standard in the wholesale hardware 

The association was entertained during its stay in 
Philadelphia by the Hardware Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Philadelphia, who were untir- 
ing in their efforts to please those present. A lunch was 
tendered at noon on the 24th inst., and a smoker on the 
evening of the 24th. 

On the 25th the members were taken to visit plants 
of Henry Disston’s Sons Co., Fayette R. Plumb, Miller 
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Lock Co., Enterprise Mfg. Co., Thomas Devlin & Co., 
Diamond File Works, and on their return to the Manu- 
facturers’ club a magnificent lunch was served. 

During the afternoon of Oct. 24th a joint session 
was held by the members of the two associations, at 
which time papers were read by James H. Ritter, of the 
Biddle Hardware Co., and Mr. Frank W. Huff, of the 
Supplee Hardware Co., and excellent addresses by Chas. 
H. Biddle, W. W. Supplee, T. James Fernley, Wm. H. 
Taylor and others were made. 

The next meeting of the association will be held at 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., on Feb. 13, 1902, the association hav- 
ing been invited there by the Wilkesbarre members, who 
are also members of the New York Jobbers’ Association, 
to meet with the latter association.

HOW TRADE IS LOST AND WON. 


Many instances of want of enterprise, and even 
positive disinclination to do business, by British manu- 
facturers have been brought to our knowledge from 
time to time, but we can hardly remember such a fla- 
grant instance of incapacity as that mentioned by the 
British consul at Dunkirk, who states that on a large 
order being sent to a firm in England, with the weights 
and measures given in the metrical system, the recipi- 
ents returned the order with a notification to the effect 
that before it could receive attention the figures must 
be reduced into English weights and measures. 

Contrast this indolence or ignorance, or whatever 
you like to call it, with the practice of most continental 
firms who seek to do an export trade. The first step 
with them is to learn the language of the country with 
which they propose to open up relations, including such 
matters as the weights and measures in vogue there, 
the rates of freights, customs duty, ete. Sometimes, 
of course, the linguistic efforts put forth are a trifle 
funny, but, nevertheless, the intentions are praise- 
worthy, and often enough the foreigner manages to 
“set there,” as the Americans say, to the detriment of 
his more lethargic rival.—TIronmonger.

GERMANY AHEAD OF ASIERICA IN ONE 
RESPECT. 


Ray Stannard Baker contributes to the current 
number of Pearson’s Magazine an interesting article 
on the Reichsantalt, the Imperial Physical and Tech- 
nical Institute of Germany, which today stands su- 
preme as the final authority, the world over, in scientific 
matters. 

The Reichsanstalt, says the author of the article 
referred to, bears a part in the commercial race for 
supremacy in which Germany is now engaging so lust- 
ily. England, not slow to see its advantages, is already 
making arrangements for the establishment at Kew 
of a similar institution. But as yet Americans are 
apparently unaroused to the importance of such an 
institution, although through the influence of several 
advanced American scientists, the government has ob- 
tained some particulars as to the work of the Reichsan- 
stalt. The United States government has not the 
resources nor the scientific interests of the German 
Empire, but the public spirit of American citizens, 
developed, perhaps, by this lack of parental care on 
the part of the governing power, has been founding 
universities and libraries on a scale without parallel. 
May not some of them feel the need of such a scientific 
establishment as the Reichsanstalt ?

CRUDE ATTEMPTS AT TELEGRAPHY. 


About seventy years ago, perhaps before the pres- 
ent mode of telegraphy had been thought of, an at- 
tempt in that direction was made by a Mr. Porter, a 
man of inventive faculties, who afterward became 
originator, proprietor, and conductor of The American 
Mechanic, the pioneer publication in that direction, 
and the predecessor of the present Scientific American. 

The southern and ocean terminus was on Rhode 
Island on Rocky Farm, and the place of its location 
his since been known as Telegraph Hill. It was con- 
structed wholly of wood, was in part a species of wire- 
less telegraphy. It consisted of a series of upright 
posts, with a number of arms secured to the post at 
one end by pivots, permitting the arm to be moved 
in any direction’ desired, at the liberated part, up or 
down, and the information was derived from the rela- 
tive position of these arms. The signals were placed 
on the summits of the highest hills, at desired inter- 
vals, an operator being required at each signal post to 
convey the signals to the next station. 

To reach Boston, as was intended, would require 
a large number of signal stations and operators, and 
the execution would have been necessarily slow and 
expensive. Of course, no approach could have been 
made toward the present manner and matter of teleg- 
raphy, at best being confined to the briefest expression 
of important information, to carry which to Boston, 
for instance, would have required a comparatively long 
time. It was put in operation, if the writer mistakes 
not, and for a sufficient length of time to test its avail- 
ability, but not its piactical value, and it was early 
abandoned. It is only within a few years that the 
southernmost signal post disappeared from Telegraph 
Hill_—Newport News.
